City’s flood 
insurance 


in jeopardy

GRANITE CITY — The basement of .a nearly 
completed residence in the Dobrey Slough area 
may jeopardize nearly $7 million in Mood insur 
ance coverage in the city * 

Although city officials have been predominantly 
worried over extending utilities to the home Uf 
Rick and Pam Pinkston, 2625 Pine St., it is the 
basement of the home that might prove the bigger 
issue, a federal official said Friday 

David Schein of the Federal Emergency Man 
agement Agency, wh administers the flood 
insurance ‘program in which the city participates 
said Friday, “If there is a basement in a flood 
hazard area it already has jeopardized the 
city’s standing in the flood insurance program.’ 

nein said, here should be no question as to 
whether the home is in a floodplain. If it has a 
basement and is in d floodplain, there is a prob 
lem.”" 

Although he didn't address -the basement issue. 
Alderman Jeff Worthen convinced the city council 
to defer action Tuesday on concurring with a Zon 
ing Board of Appeals recommendation to grant ‘a 
variance for the Pinkstons. The variance .would 
allow utility lines to the Pinkstons’ newly con 
structed residence to remain below a floodplain 
elevation of 419 feet above sea level. The elevation 
is determined by the estimated height of a flood 
that would occur once in 100 years. 

The Board of Appeals voted unanimously June 
12 to recommend granting thé variance as speci- 
fied in the city’s floodplain ordinance 

The council deferred action until a legal opinion 
can be obtained to determine if the project jeopar- 
@izes the-city’s standing in-a national flood insur- 
ance prograrn 

Dennis-Foret of 2630 Pine St, attended. the Board 
of Appeals meeting and expressed concern over 
how-a variance would affect flood insurance. 

As of October 1990, there were 171 flood insur 
ance policies in the city providing over $6.9 million

Bird destruction may net charges

GRANITE CITY The destruction of part of a 
nesting area for endangered egrets and herons in 
the Tank Town area is expected to result in crimi 
nal charges. being filed this week. 

Law enforcement officials from the Illinois 
Department of Conservation said charges are 
planned 

About three dozen of the birds, which are on the 
federally protected species list, were killed last 
week by a tree-trimming firm hired to clear brush 
from the right-of-way around a hatural gas pipe- 
line. ss i eI 

Most of the dead birds were young and unable to 


y. 

‘The pipeline right-of-way runs through a grove 
of trees on Lake Drive near Morrison Road. The 
grove is the site of Illinois’ largest rookery for 
large waterfowl. 

Located ‘a short distance from Long Lake, the 
grove is home to black-crested night herons, great 
egrets, cattle egrets and blue herons. All are fed- 


erally protected and the night heron is also a state 
endangered species in Illinois 

Capt. David Cunningham of the Illinois Conser 
vation Police said Friday his department was still 
in the process of conducting its investigation and 
had not decided if the charges would be filed 
against individuals, their employers, or both 

“This is the first time I’ve seen a large number 
of an endangered species killed by a single 
action,” Cunningham said. 

“Usually, it’s a case of one individual killing one 
endangered animal. So, this is outside our normal 
experience." on 

e pipeline and right-of-way are owned by Mis 
sissipp! River Transmission Corp., a division of 
Arkla Inc., based in St: Jacob, il. That firm hired 
Asdilundh Tree Expert Co. in St. Louis to clear the 
right-of-way so that the pipeline’s path could be 
inspected from the air.

At least some of the deaths also violated federal 
laws, Cunningham said, and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Administration is also investigating 

Cunningham id. he is unsure what charges and 
penalties are possible under federal law 

Residents around the grove said. the tree-trim- 
ming crew cut trees and branches containing nests 
and just let the baby birds fall to the ground 

The residents managed to find about a dozen of 
the birds still alive on the ground and saved them... 
Most of the rescued birds were taken to,Treehouse 
Wildlife Center Inc. in Brightort. .

According to Principal Helen Schmisseur, the 
plan would combine the top 10 students going into 
the fourth and fifth grades into a single, ad- 
ed class. The alternative, she said, would a 
ea class containing 37 students. 

ugh the School Board meetii last week 
was canceled because only three seven 
members of the board were able to attend, 
Superintendent -Gilbert “Gib’’ Walmsley agreed 
to have the administration explain the plan to the 
board and about a dozen parents. 

Schmisseur said ‘‘split classes’’ grouping stu- 
dents by ability rather than by age are not a new 
idea. In fact, she said, it has been done many 
times in the Granite City school system 

She said Lllinois is rapidly moving toward 
doing away with elementary school “‘grades" 
based on chronological age and replacing the 
specific grade levels with classes that group stu- 
dents based on academic level 

If Lake left the 37-member fifth grade intact, 
Schmisseur said, the students’ academic levels 
would vary from high second grade to high 
eighth grade, a range of six years. 

In the “split class," she said, the academic 

‘ange would be only three and a half years 

Also, Schmisseur said, the students for the split 
class were hand-picked based on their teachers 
evaluations of their self-motivation and their abil- 
ities to work witheut close supervision

SPRINGFIELD Gov. Jim Edgar's adminis- 
tration wants hospitals in the state to put up $250 
million to help fund the state's Medicaid system 

But the plan would not mean Edgar is going 
back on his campaign promise to not raise taxes 
“It’s an assessment, not a tax,"’ Edgar spokesman 
Mike Lawrence said 

Under the plan, the federal government would 
match the hospitals’ contributions, creating a $500 
million fund to maintain Medicaid reimbursements 
to hospitals

The plan was first proposed Tuesday morning
